Northern  Countries  with  a  pei-iod  even  later. 
Pedigrees  "before  this  date  cannot  "b^e  proven  to- 
day from  original  records.   But  these  pedigrees 
existed  and  v;ei'e  quoted  "by  tlie  ancient  chroni- 
clers.  Often  they  are  curious  and  interesting.

NoUTON-.-At  Chicago,  111.,  Sunday,  December  19, 
lt»'>,  Niithaniel  Norton,  in  the  f:'.(l  yf.'ar  of  his  age.  A 
loHK  aiifl  active  life  was  marked  by  a  quiet  and  al- 
ino.-,i  painless  cli'?e.    Mr.  Nurton  was  born  in  South 
Berwlck.Mo.,  and  his  youth  rndeurlyrjaiihoo.l  v.  ere 
passed  in  New  England,  where,  under  the  training 
of  devout  Christian  parents,  he -n  as  early  instruct- 
ed in  the  doctrines  of  evant-'tlical  truth,  from  which, 
during  his  Ions  lU'c.  be  never  fv.erved.    Jn  >r2  !ie 
came  -ftct  and  entered  into  business  in    Sharon, 
Whiteside  County,  III.    He  there  met  and,  in   ISW, 
was  marr.ed  to  Miss  S.  A.  Getty,  Of  New  York,  who 
survives  him.    A  few  years  after  his  marriage  he  re. 
moved  to  the  vicinity  of  Hock  Island,  and  in  ltU7 
came  to  ClncaB<i.    The  enterprise  of  this  young  city 
suited  the  energetic  spiritof  Mr.  Norton,  aud  he  was 
for  many  years  one  of  its  prominent  business  men. 
Engaging  successfully  in  the  lumber  and  grain  trade 
in  IStV!  he  retired  from  active  business,  and  devoted 
himself  to  the  care  of  his  real  estate.    During  the 
forty  years  of  his  residence  in  Chicago  Mr.  Norton 
was   identilied  with  its  religious  \\ork.    He  united 
with  the  Third  Presbyterian  Church  in  l,-^.-<,  the  tlrst 
year  of  its  orgauizatum,  and  was  for  many  years  one 
of  its  ruling  elders,  and  was  connected  with  it  at 
the  time  of  his  death.    He  was  an  ardent  lover  of 
ni3  cLiurcii,  cugagintr  in  all  its  work  with  the  energy 
which  characterized  the  man.    He  was  a  working 
Christian,  believing  in  Jesus  as  a  personal  Savior, 
and  resting  upon  him  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  he 
constantly  sought  opportunities  to  tell  others  of  a 
Christ  mighty  to  save.  He  lived  his  faith  day  by  day; 
he  loved  the  house  of  God  and  the  place  of  prayer, 
and  was  never  absent  from  the  Sabbath  sorvieo,  or 
from  the  weekly  pri..yer-mceting,  unices  detained  by 
sickness.    For  nearly  fifty  years  he  was  a  vorker  in 
the  Sabbath-scUool,  fultiliing  the  duties  of  teacher 
with  faithfulness  and  delight;  carrying  his  pupils 
daily  to  the  mercy-seat,  visiting  them  in  their  homes 
and  seeking  constantly  to  win  them  to  Christ.  When 
the  weakness  and  infirmities  of  advancing  years 
caused  him  to-renlize  thai  life's  work  was  nearly  fin- 
ished, he  seemed  the  more  earnest  and  untiring  in 
his  labor  for  souls.    The  continued  failure  of  phys- 
ical strength  compelled  him  at  length  to  relinquish 
first  his  secular  business,  then  his  work  as  Bible- 
class  teacher,  and  flnaliy  attendance  upon  the  serv- 
ices of  the  church,  which  had  been  so  long  and  faith- 
fully   maintained.    He  submitted  without  a  mur- 
mur, brightening  with  the  cheery  sunsiiine  of  his 
own  spirit,  even  to  the  close  of  life,  the  home  he 
loved.     Mr.  Norton  was  in  his  early  life  a  strong 
anti-slavery  man,  in  the  days  when  it  was  unpopular 
to  take  such  a  siand.  and  the  cause  of  the  f  r-ee<lraen 
always  had  a  warm  place  in  his  heart.    He  was  an 
advocate  not  oniy  of  temperance  but  of  total  absti-^ 
nence,  and  a  friend  and  supporter  of  all  social  and 
religious  reforms.    Be  was  a  lovinghusbacd,  a  kind 
and  indulgent  father,  a  firm  friend^  r^nd  an  upright 
business   iuan.     His  disposition   was   humble   and 
1  childlike,  his  faith  iu  his  fellow-men  was  great,  be- 
'  cause,  pure  '\n  his  own  thoughts,  he  w:is  slow  to 
thiak  evil  of  others.    To  his  family  and  his  friends 
he  has  left  the  greatest  legacy  that  can  be  left  to 
those  we  love  when  we  are  gone— the  legacy  of  an 
honored  name  and  a  blameless  life.
